has been carried abroad, too, 


Thc aim is to spend a billion dol- 


lars less in thc new financial year for 


3-Year Deficit 


WASHINGTON.-(/p)-The gov- 


ernment spent approximately Jl,- 
760,353,305 more than it collected in 
thc fiscal year which ended Fri- 
day. 


There was slight comfort, per- 


haps, in thc fact that the deficit 
WM smaller than that shown for 
the 12 months which ended a year 
ago. 


It had reached then the formid- 


-nble total of $2,885,000,000 but the 
51,760,535.305 shown Friday over- 
shadowed thc deficit two years ago 
Which was $903,000,000. 


For all thc talk of budget bal- 


ancing, speeches without number 
on thc subject and additional taxes, 
the treasury outgo has exceeded 
income for three consecutive fis- 
cal years. 


In that period the public debt 


has imounte'd 
to approximately 


$22000,000,000 thc nearest approach 
to the peak of $26,596,701,684 since 
thc year 1923. The high point was 
August 31, 1919. It compared to a 
pre-war debt on March 31, 1917, o£ 
$1,282,044,346, or less than thc defi- 
cit for the present year. 


The government, however, is 


hopeful that it will finally bring 
its budget into line before next 
June 30.

sary because their work has been ter- 
minated or curtailed.

total, no one is in position to say. Ol 
the 10 executive departments, war 
alone is preparing to go alone as is in 
Washington.

the capital and reduction of civilian 
workers outside. 


In the commerce department, the 


bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce is being cut to the bone, and in 
the famed bureau of standards, 38( 
employes, most of them scientists ol 
well-establinhtd reputations, are los- 
ing out. 


Treasury Drops 600 


In the treasury, 600 employes of the 


bureau of internal revenue go, along 
with 1500 enlisted men and ISO war- 
rant officers of the coast guard, 500 
from the public health service and 200 
from thc industrial alcohol bureaus. 


In the interior department, there 


K 


will be several hundred less jobs; in 
the department of justice, 1700 few- 
er, including 1300 prohibition workers. 


The navy, on June 1, dropped 203 


departmental workers. It is eliminat- 
ing more from other navy activities. 


Paradoxically, with hundreds of mil- 


lions going for farm relief through 
other avenues, the department of ag- 
riculture expects to have to use every 
possible means of saving to keep with- 
in its budget. 


The state department will lose a 


handful of its workers, while post of- 
fice and labor hope to get by through 
the medium of furloughs.

1,000 plans for control of liquor. Here's 
one taken at random, the Swedish 
Mot-Book plan "which many conser- 
vative Swedes consider preferable to 
purs (prohibition)." I quote further 
from Frank G. Carpenter's "World 
Travis": 


"This (plan) is to sell no drinks ex- 


cept to those who have what arc 
known as mot-books. These arc given 
out by local liquor societies authorized 
:>y law to decide just who may have 
:he right to buy liquor and how much 
le may buy 


"The applicant must write down full 


information concerning his birth, an- 
tecedents, and residence, and record 
the amount of his assessed income and 
the rent he pays. If he is behind in 
his taxes, he will not get a book, and 
if he has been arrested for drunken- 
ness, his chances are slim."

They Take Off 


ORBETELLO, Italy.— (ff>) —Twenty- 


five powerful seaplanes roared away 
from Orbclleto at 5:45 a. m. Saturday 
(10:45 p. m. Friday, Hope time), car- 
rying Air Minister Italo Balbo and 
100 of his crack Fascist fliers on the 
first leg of a 6,100-mile cruise to Chi- 
cago. .The first scheduled stop is 
Amsterdam. 


The 
twin-cabined, multi-motored 


Savoia-Marchettis took off in rapid 
succession from the lagoon fronting 
the High Seas Navigation School. Gen- 
eral' Balbo and his group of three 
planes was first in the air. The re- 
mainder then took off in groups of 
three. 


After leaving the lagoon here and 


gaining altitude, the planes dropped 
into formation in the air and swooped 
away to the northwest.

MacLellan Fired by 


Highway Bureau 


Too Much Conversation 
Laid to Maintenance Su- 
pervisor, Job Abolished 


LITTLE ROCK-A. MacLellan, sup- 


ervisor of maintenance for the state 
Highway Department for the past five 
months was dismissed by the Highway 
Commission Friday, three days after 
the Pulaski county grand jury had 
reported that it had "evidence that 
one employe of the state Highway De- 
partment devotes much of his time to 
spreading false rumors about the pri- 
vate lives of public officials who re- 
fuse to accede to his demands, or who 
have the temerity to disagree with 
the policies of hi? political bosses." 


While the grand jury's report did 


not mention him by name, it was 
known generally that MacLellan was 
the employe referred to. He appear- 
ed before the grand jury two weeks 
ago, but the nature of his testimony 
was not made public. 


A spokesman for the Highway Com- 


mission, however, said that the grand 
jury report had nothing to do with 
MacLellan's dismissal, as he had been 
slated to go for some time, for other 
reasons, but was given another op- 
portunity after having been ques- 
tioned by the 
commission a month 


ago. It has been Indicated previous- 
ly that friction has existed between 
MacLellan and other Highway De- 
partment officials since the depart- 
ment, was reorganized under an act 
of the 1933 legislature. 


A member of the commission said 


the -place ^vacated by MacLellan will 
not be filled, and that James R. Rhyne 
director of highways, will take over 
the duties of supervising maintenance 
operations, in addition to. his other 
work. Before the 
appointment of 


Rhyne as director of highways, Mac- 
Lellan was said to have been in line 
for that position until strong opposi- 
tion developed. Protests against his 
selection were said to 
have 
been 


made to the 
highway commission 


then. 


MacLellan, a Canadian veteran of 


the Worlb! war, formerly was employ- 
ed by Warrenite Bros., manufacturers 
of a patented asphaltic surfacing prep- 
aration, as a construction supervisor, 
and later was employed as construc- 
tion foreman for the Hogan Construc- 
tion Company of Little Rock. He was 
employed for a short time as an in- 
vestigator for the state Highway Audit 
Commission, which completed a five- 
year audit of the Highway Depart- 
ment last January. '

Answers N. f. O'Neal 


Editor The Star: As a former citi- 


zen of Hope and a subscriber to-your 
paper, I should like to reply to some 
of the statements made by Mr. N. P. 
O'Neal in his articles appearing in 
recent issues of the Hope Star. 


First, get this: I have always been 


a prohibitionist. Never in my life 
have 1 cast a wet vote. But I am 
heartily in favor 01 repealing) the 
18th amendment because I believe it 
has become the most colossal failure 
ever written into our statutes. 


Mr. O'Neal seetns to take the view 


tthat repealment means the return of 
open saloons. He appears to lose sight 
of the fact that a state can vote for 
repeal and still retain its dry laws. 
Arkansas came nearer achieving real 
prohibition under its own bone-dry 
law than it ever has Since the adop- 
tion of the 18th amendment. 


I should like to ask Mr. O'Neal how 


many whisky stills were raided in 
Hempstead county from 1900 until the 
idth 
amendment 
became a law. I 


shou'.u like to ask him how many 
stills have been raided since. A pe- 
rusal of the records would doubtless 
astound him. 


Mr. O'Neal asks us to remember 


how, in the days of open saloons, a 
man could ask his city-bound neigh- 
bor to bring back a quart or a gal- 
lon of whisky. Couldn't 
the 
same 


favor bt asked today? It could; but 
under our present wonderful system 
of prohibition such a request is no 
longer necessary. A man can buy all 
the whisky he wants in his own 
bailiwick, and more than likely from 
his neighbor. 


Mr. O'Neal refers to an occasion 


when a ball game in which he par- 
ticipated, turned into a fiasco because 
some of the players Indulged in a 
spree. The same thing could happen 
today. 
I daresay enough whisky 


could be bought in Hope any day to 
intoxicate every ball player in Hemp- 
stead county if they could be induc- 
ed to drink it. 


Mr. O'Neal boasts about the num- 


ber of liquor-law violators who have 
been sent to penal Institutions from 
Hempstead county, and goes on. to say 
that these criminals represent the type 
of citizen 'who will engage in the 
whisky business if it is again legal- 
ized. This statement proves that Mr, 
O'Neal doesn't always give serious 
thought to his utterances, and should 
evoke the ire of some of the foremost 
citizens of Hope, descendants and rel- 
atives of former saloon keepers. 


The average saloon man of the old 


days was a decent fellow. His place 
of business was conducted on a high 
plane compared to modern 
speak- 


easies. He contributed liberally to 
charity; he was a booster for his town 
and community, and he PAID TAXES. 
Can the same be said in defense of 
present-day bootleggers? 


Mr. O'Neal should realize by this 


time that morals cannot be legislated 
into the hearts of people. The only 
way to eradicate the drinking evil is 
to educate our people to let it alone. 
Once this is accomplished the whisky 
question will die of its own inertia.
